Recently Collins found a note addressed to his wife, 
in which Mrs. Collins was asked to meet Tompkins in 
the “‘sn:ue¢ old place.”

juvenile spy in the service of ber husband, and on being 








located in the hotel, Collins entered, prepared to mur 
der the man who had betrayed his wite. 

Tompkins was engaged in playing a gamé of pool in 
the billiard room of the West End Hotel, on Thirty- 
second street, when Collins entered, greatly agitated, 
and as he walked rapidly toward Tompkins, he said: 

“Tompkins, you came here to meet my wife.” 

With this statement and an epithet, Collins drew a 
revolver and fired, the ball taking effect in the fleshy 
partof Tompkins’ arm. The victim of the shooting 
ran toward the back part of the room to escape, 
when a second shct entered his side. 





CHICAG® SWELLS IN THE RING. 


Broker and Dentist Fight to a Finish for 
$1,000 a Side. 


There was a gevuine prize fight, Marquis of Queens- 
berry rules, $1,000 a side, at the Chicago Athletic 
Clab the other afternoon, in which a well-known 
member of the Board of Trade was knocked out in the 
second round by hie opponent, a prominent dentist, 
who is alleged to reside in Walton place. Both are well- 
known society men, and proud of their physical devel- 
opment and fistic attainments, and for some time 
efforts have been made to bring them together. There 
was no unnecessary noise or fuss about the matter. 

‘The contest took place in the room of George Daw- 
son, Australian champion welterweight and boxing 
instructor of the club, and eighteen or twenty persons 
were present,

STHS MAN HYPNOTIST 
A Connecticut Physician Who 
Mystifies New Haven Folks. 


I$ NOW UNDER ARREST. 


He is Held On a Serious Charge Pre- 
ferred by a Beautiful Girl. 
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HAS A GREAT RECORD. 
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There is going to be a queer trial in New Haven, 
Conn., before long, when Dr. Lee will be tried ona 
rnost serious charge. The man, although barely thirty- 
five years old, has been on trial twice, each on two 
separate charges of causing deaths by criminal opera- 
tions, but it is fair to say that he has four times been 
discharged for lack of evidence. He is nowinthe 
county jail awaiting trial on a serious charge, preferred 
by Miss Bird Maud Palmer, a pretty young artist of 
nineteen years, the only child of the one woman who 
has befriended Lee all through his career in that city. 

The latest phase of the case is the story told to the 
police by the girl that Lee hypnotized her and that she 
does net dare see him lest she once more fall uuder 
his power. 

The police believe the story told by Miss Palmer. 
Lee’s career has always puzzled them. The witnesses 
thought to be strongest in the trials in which Lee has 
figured hdve, without exception, proved useless to the 
prosecution when brought face to face with Lee. New 
Haven county has spent more than $100,000 to con- 
vict him, and he has always escaped. 

The police believe that Lee is either a modern 
Mephistopheles or a hypnotist of the most dangerous 
type. He has always been penniless, bui always map- 
aged to get on his feet again after every trial and make 
a good showing within a very short time. 

Lee was first arrested about three years ago for caus- 
ing the death of Maggie Schloss, who was 
young and pretty. The trial in the police 
court lasted two weeks, but Lee was 
finally discharged. 

This trial had hardly been over with 
when he was again arrested for causing 
the death of a Mrs. Miller, of Grand 
avenue. This time his case went tw the | Ae 
higher court, but he escaped on adis- (/.4//// || 
agreement of thejury. State Attorney “ 
Tilton E, Doolittle was convinced of his 
guilt, and followed up the case and had 
him rearrested on both charges. In the 
midst of his work Mr. Doolittle died. His 
successor retried Lee in the Schloss case, 
but he escaped through lack of the 
evidence which Mr. Doolittle alone knew 
of. The Miller case was consequently 
again nolled and Lee again set free. 

Those who have followed Lee’s course 
are inclined to believe that he is a hyp- 
notist. The story told by his last victim 
is pathetic and brutal in the extreme. 
Wheu Lee was first arrested there was 
only one person who stood by him. It 
was the mother of the girl who now 
accuses him. Mrs. Palmer knew Lee when he was a 
little boy in Listowel, Canada. She felt sorry for him 
when he got into trouble, and when he was released, 
and had neither money nor a home, Mrs. Palmer 
took him into her home and gave him an office in her 
house.

The trouble was In Eliza Riddle’s bagnio, and, mind- 
ful of the danger in entering such houses, Simone hur- 
ried on. As he approached he saw a negro back out of 
the door, and, upon landing upon the sidewalk, begin 
runuing: “Halt!’ cried Simone. The negro ran faster, 
with the officer in pursuit. 

“Stop, I say,”’ shouted Simone. This time the men 
were in the street, and, realizing that some one would 
run him down in a few moments, the negro turned to 
fight bis pursuer. In his flight he still carried the open 
pocketknife, with which he twice tried to murder 
Elizaheth Jackson, a good-looking mulattress,in the 
Riddle House. 

When Simone neared the man he reached out to take 
hold of him. Inan instant the knife descended and 
cut across Simone’s left shoulder. It was now a fight 
for life. 

Simone caught sight of the knife, and jerked out his 
revolver with a rapidity that was amazing. Before the 
murderous fellow could make a second plunge the 
officer fired, and a second later, wheu he saw the negro 
turn and run, be sent another shot after him. 

“Ifead him off?’ shouted Simone to some meti at the 
corner of Conti street, as the man crossed the gutter ou 
the opposite side. A halfdozen citizens braced them- 
selves, and when the negro came near he was seized. 

“T am shot,” he said to the man nearest, and clasped 
his hand over his heart. Some thought he was sham- 
ming, but the untortunate fellow sank to the ground as 
Simone came to place him under arrest. 

Quickly his shirt was opened, and it was found that 
one of the officer’s bullets had entered his left breast an 
inch or so above the nipple. 

The shooting attracted Officer Hoauh. Neither Stew- 











art Lee nor Elizabeth Jackson had the ambulance 
summoned, Captain John Day, the commander of the 
Third precinct, and Sergeaut Porteous and Corporal 
Duffy came, too. 

Before the students began to temporarily dress his 
fatal wound, the negro had refused to divulge bis name, 
and neither Stewart Lee or Elizabeth Jackson were 
able to give it out. 

“What is your name ani where do you come from ?" 
asked Sergeant Porteous of the man. 

“Edward Able, Waterford, Mississippi.” 

“The fellow is badly wounded,” said one of the 
students to the police, and when he had finished 
bandaging the hurt he asked for assistance to convey 
the wounded man to the ambulance on a stretcher. 
Willing hands performed this function. 

When the charity wagon rolled away Officer Simone 
turned to Captain Day and Sergeant Porteous and said: 

“TI did the shooting and surrender to you.” 

With this the negro Stewart Lee and the woman 
Jackson, as well as the officer, were taken to the Third 
precinct in the patrol wagon. Simone was booked with 
shooting and wounding, while the others were held as 
material witnesses. 

In the station house the officer explained his story, 
which is similar to that above, and showed his coat. 
Near the left shoulder there was a cut about four inches 
in length. 

The woman said that Able came into the house and 
they quarreled. She told him to get out, whereupon 
he slashed at her three times with a knife. He backed 
out of the door, and came in for a second time and re- 
newed the attack. She defended herself with a chair 
aud screamed for the police. In continuing she said 
that she was looking out of the window and saw Able 
attempt to cut the officer. 

Stewart Lee stated that he pulled Able out of the 
house once, after he had cut at the woman, but the 
man went back again. A few moments later he saw 
the officer and told bim where the screams came from. 
Lee said that Able, in the middle of the street, cut at 
Simone, who fired twice. After the first shot Able 
placed his hand over his heart and began running 
away. The wounded man, he sald, was a brakeman, 
and vas somewhat drunk and quarrelsome.

Round after round Palmer rushed Murphy about the 
ring, but the American did not show that he had been 
punished much until the end of the twelfth round, 
Then he went to his corner very tired. Before time 
was called, however, he pulled himself together and 
made a splendid fight in the thirteenth round. Despite 
his pluck, he was too terribly battered to recover per- 
manently, and Paimer had the battle in hand to the 
finish. At the end of the twentieth round Palmer was 
declared the winuer on points. Murphy was not 
knocked out. 

Palmer’s seconds were Baxter and Fitzpatrick, while .

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After the developments of the past few days, 
it is not at ail surprising that the public is exasperated at the 
methods resorted to by Corbett to flaunt his claims to pugilistic 
eminence at the expense of rivals who have legitimate claims upon 
his professional consideration. He has dilly-dallied along for almost 
three years, making excuses and apologies for doing nothing to up- 
hold his position of champion until a patient and enduring public 
has become disgusted as well as puzzied by his actions. I do not 
lay the blame for failing to take advantage of opportunities to es- 
tablish an undisputed right to the title entirely at his door, but I 
do blame him now when a chance is given him to show the world 
what a really great fighter he is, for avoiding the issue upon one 
pretext and another while keeping up an absurd and irrelevant 
chatter which lacks even the merit of argument. 

Only a week ago he came out with an arbitrary declaration that 
the match with Sharkey was off. He gave as an excyse for this 
that the purse of $5,000 offered by the National Club of San Fran- 
cisco was not sufficient to justify his consideration, forgetting ap- 
parently that if the conditions of the articles of agreement which he 
signed in San Francisco were framed to be complied with instead of 
for advertising purposes, a trifle of twenty thousand additional 
dollars in side stakes was to be involved in a settlement of their 
pugilistic differences. In thefave of this fact he calmly assumes 
the right to declare all negotiations at an end; ignores the man who 
has legitimately become his rival according to sporting traditi 





in perfect trim. In bis fight against Jim Hall, last January, Joe 
weighed inside the middleweight limit, and was only one pound 
heavier than this when he came within the tick of a watch of beat- 
ing Fitzsimmons in Boston. 

“My friends are all afraid that Maher is too big and strong for 
me,"’ sald Choynski, ‘and are warning me off. Whatrot! I am 
big enough to go against anybody. Io Cincinnati last week some- 
one within earshot of me, with a show of commiseration in his tone 
of voice, remarked: ‘I'm afraid that if Maher ever hits him on the 
jaw once it will be all over with bim.’

SULLIVAN MAKES A PLUCKY FIGHT. 


Almost Out, But Recuperates and Makes a 
Draw with McBride. 


There was plenty of hot fighting at the Broadway Athletic Club 
last Friday night, and alarge crowd was there to enjoy it. Follow- 
ing two preliminary bouts of ten rounds each, Billy, known as 
Spike Sullivan, of Ireland, met Danny McBride, of New York city, 











and unwritten laws which govern those things, and without so 
much as a regard for the people who have vigorously upheld him in 
the face of an almost unanimous opposition, vows he will not fight, 
giving uo plausible excuse for so doing beyond the fact that a $5,000 
purse is no inducement for him to prepare for a contest. 

The excuse is weak, lame and inconsistent in view of the fact that 
he has every confidence in his ability to whip ‘‘the sailor,” an 
opinion shared by the majority of the people who take more than s 
superficial interest in these affairs. 

Having entered into an agreement to meet Sharkey the more dig- 
nified course for him to have taken would have been to ignore Fitz- 
simmons, placing him in the position of making a frantic quest for 
recognition while he gave consideration to a man who evinced a 
disposition to test his skill in a contest for premier honors, 

Under the pressure of criticism a few little bits of information 
have managed to ooze through the jealous guardianship of those 
who are id Corbett's confidence, The latest fragment fills a long- 
felt want and throws light upon « puzzling matter. I: is in relation 
to Oorbett’s interest in Sharkey's affairs. One writer oa pugilistic 
topics mildly insinuates that the two men reached a perfect under- 
standing long bef»re Sharkey left the Pacific coast for the purpose 
of displaying his pugilistic acoomplishments befure the savants of 
the effete East. The same writer boldly declares that Corbett had 
@ financial interest ia the of the sailor's exhibitions aud the 
controversies which took place during his sojourn in New York 
were prearranged for the purpose of booming Sharkey’s claim to 
pugilistic prestige and exciting the envy of fistico projectors like 
Dan Stuart, Groom and others who were expected to bid recklessly 
for the privilege of managiug the coutest. It has also been said 
that no money was ever posted in accordance with the conditions of 
the match, and the fact that this has not been denled seems to lend 
eoler to the belief that the story does not entirely lack for founda~ 
tion in fact. 

These rumors open a vista of calming thought and reflection for 
these who have rabidly espoused Corbett's cause. His persistent 
refusal to fulfill the obligations of his contract with Sharkey now, 
in view of the generous juducements which have been offered him, 
whi only serve to revive the unfavorable prejudices which have from 
time to time been arou ed. The Naional Club has increased its 
offer to $10,000 for a limited-round contest to take place in San 
Francisoo under its auspices. Corbett has refused to consider the 
offer. His demand for public recognition in a histrionic capacity 
and other p°rsonal interests would seam to suggest the advisability 
of being a little less impulsive, and he will do well to fulfill the 
obligations which he has entered into with Sharkey, resuming 
negotiations for a watch as he originally agreed,

of London, were forcibly convinoed by the disappointing outcome of 
the Palmer-Murphy fight that my remarks about being ‘“‘bunooed" 
futo accep ing a bad match were not far from right. The individual 
who suggested Murphy as a rival for the “Pediar's” title knows ab. 
solutely nothing about the merits of the men who comprise the fistic 
fraternity of to-day. He seems to have reached a period of senility 
and dotage, and it is therefore not to be wondered at that in casting 
about for a man to meet the little cockney, reason and reminiscence 
became hopelessly mixed up, and the result was—Murphy. Quitea 
period of time has elapsed since Murphy was a great fighter; where 
this lapse of years was passed by Murphy's aged patron, he only 
knows. It certainly was not in taking pugilistic observations, nor 
fa watching the development of the men who are to-day foremost in 
this branch of sport. When Murphy fought his memorable fight 
with Dixon at Providence he was at his best, and with his defeat his 
pugilistic degenerficy began. The man who recommended him as 
a desirable opponent for Palmer evidently failed to realize this faqt. 
He, judged the ‘‘boy’’ upon the merits of that performance, ignoring 
the fact that sinoe that memorable episode in his career he had done 
absolutely nothing that was worthy of note, The fact that he fought 
a twenty-round draw with Plimmer reflected nothing to his credit, 
but, on the other hand, was discreditable to his opponent. The 
latter had been dissipating for a long time, and was in poor physical 
shape, else he would have made short work of the Bostonian. 

My sympathies are with Murphy, not so much for jhis defeat—for 
that was inevitable—but for the fact that he permitted himself to be 
so easily jollied into the trap. A victim was needed for Palmer 
and he filled the bill exactly. 

~ 


Joe Choynski’s match with Peter Maher is 
probably the most desirable fistic attraction to be had outside of 
Corbett and Fitzsimmons, aud the Broadway Athictic Club seems to 
have been singularly fortunate in securing it. The probable out- 
come of it is exciting no end of discussion in sporting circles, and it 
is geverally conceded that Choynski has a better chance to defeat 
the Irishman than any of the heavyweights who have been shooting 
challenges at him since be came back from Mexico. The ‘Cavalier 
of the Prize Ring,"’ as Lew Houseman, of Chicago, calls him, thinks 
“that he will be able to get into the ring against the deposed Irish 
champion at about 170 pounds. If Choynski can make and carry 
this weight he ought to put up a brisk argument against Maher, and 
it will take all that the Celt hasin him to win. Choynski has been 
training down too fine for his batiles, but claims that this was the 
result of a total abstinence from meat during his .preparatory work. 
He fought big Jue MoAulify at 316 pounds, and considered bimesif

be singularly unfortunate in maintaining his pugilistic prestige. He 
is so much above the fighters in his own division that he cannot 
get matches, and when he does give away weight it is, as in 
this instanee, tomen who show an improvement in form that does 
not warrant them receiving any concession. 

Before being beaten by Green, Tracey had a most hopeful outlook 
before him. At the time, with Col. Hopkins’ authority, I was nego- 


‘tiating a match for him with Tommy Ryan. A difference of a few 


pounds in weight became involved, but that could have been ad- 
justed. I had also cabled to London an acceptance of Dick Burge's 
challenge. Ryan tied himself up with Billy Smith to fight at Mas- 
peth, and Burge still has the matter in abeyance. Tracey's long 
spell of sickness kept him out of the game, and, taken altogether, 
his professional experiences in America have been singularly unfor- 
tunate. 

Col. Hopkins very generously takes upon himself the responsibility 
for Tracey's defeat. He writes: 

“After I had made the match with Young Corbett I learned from 
Billy Delaney and others from the coast that I was sending my 
welter against a middleweight. Asilong as I was in, however, I 
wasn't going to crawfish; but when | heard of the wide difference in 
weight between the two I wrote on to have it understood before the 
men entered the ring that if both were on their feet at the end of 
ten rounds it was to be delared a draw. This, it seems, was not 
dono, so Green got a decision on points. I hear that Green is about 
the size of Dan Creedon, and would like to try Creedon. I would 
like that chance, too, as soon as I can get around to it.”

Of all the League’s so-called magnates there is probably not one 
who-bas a larger following of personal friends or is more popular 
among the ‘‘fans’’ of his own city than President James A. Hart. 
President Hart was born at Girard, Pa., and received his early 
education at the local academy and at Grand River Institute, in 
Ohio. He was identified with various commercial and mercantile 
enterprises about the country for some time, becoming first connected 
with baseball as a stockholder of the Louisville Club.

Declares Corbett Has No Right 
to Call the Match Of. 


HE INSISTS ON FIGHTING. 


Got the Worst of the Second Match and 
Wants to Know Why. 

















WILL TAKE FITZSIMMONS ON.

Tom Sharkey, the sailor pugilist who rose suddenly to fame and 
affluence by fighting Jim Corbett to a standstill at Mechanics’ Pa- 
vilion, returned to San Francisco last week. Sharkey was acoom- 
panied by Danny Needham, with whom be has been giving sparring 
exb'biuions along the road. 

Sharkey looks to be in great fettle after his three months’ trip, and 
the stylishness of his attire suggests that he has been keeping an 
eye on the Eastern fashion plates. He is not the same self-satisfied, 
smiling mortal, however, that proudly strutted the streets of San 
Francisco after having as good as vanquished the mighty Corbe't. 
His broad face wears a worried expression, and it only needs the 
mention of Corbett’s name to make him scowl. 

Sharkey was met at the Oakland mole by his manager, Dan 
Lynch, and @ party of friends, It appears that he has been kept 
posted by wire on the result of the efforts to extract a satisfactory 
reply from Corbett iu connection with the National Club's offer of a 
purse, and he only scowled a little deeper when Lynch told him that 
there was nothing new to report. 

“Well, I'll tell you one thing,” said Saiior Tom. ‘’There will be 
a Corbett-Sharkey fight or there will be no Corbett-Fitzsimmons 
fight. I'm going to hang around here a very few days—just long 
enough to give some of those important letters Corbett has tele- 
graphed about time to get here and then I'm going right back to 
New York. It looks to me now as if he is trying to throw me over 
and I won't have it. I may not be able to make him meet me in the 
ring, but J. think I'm able to prevent him meeting Fitzsimmons,” 

Lynch warned the irate mariner to talk softly, but Sharkey was 
in an ugly mood and he devoted a few moments to airing his private 
opinion of both Corbett and Fitzsimmons in terms that were foroe- 
ful, if they lacked elegance. 

“I kept faith with Corbett in everything I promised,” he said a 
few minutes later, “He was a dead cock in a pit when I get 
through with him at the Pavilion, and if I had refused to sign the 
articles for a second fight I would have been a lot better off now. 
He tied me down hand and foot in regard to meeting other men, and 
I have had to refuse matches with Peter Maher, Fitzsimmons and 
others for big money. He kuew all this, and then when I had lived 
up to our agreement in every way and had got well on my road to 
San Francisco, thinking he was in earnest about boxing me here, he 
sends out his telegram saving, ‘I declare the Snarkey fight off.’ 
He'll find that Sharkey isn’t got rid of so easily.” 

Sharkey was so full of the Corbett subject that it was difficult to 
get him to talk of anything else. He said that he had had good 
engagements during his tour,and had made . Then he 
brought Corbett and Fitz on the boards again, averring that they 
were both *‘dead’’ so far as being able to on good houses was 
concerned, and airing his belief that the p ¢ fight between the 
Californian and the Cornichman is only a talking match to stimu. 
late show business. 

“Why, when I met Fit7simmons in Philadelphia he was getting 
only $150 a week to punch the bag twice adayin some kind of a 
museum, and I made over $1,400 in one week just about that time,” 
said Sharkey. 

Asked what his movements were likely to be in the near future, 
Sharkey said: 

“L will go out to my old training quarters near the Cliff House 
and I'll wait there until Corbett’s decision about our match comes to 
hand. I feel beforchand that there will be nothing satisfactory in 
the letter he is sending, but still I'll have to wait and see. After 
that I'll go straight to New York, and: you can look out for squalls, 
There is only ove way that this affair can be made to suit me if 
Corbett refuses to meet me, and that is to have an agreement to let 
me have first crack at Fitzsimmons. [Fitz wanted to box me four 
rounds b fore and Corbett objected. Now Fitzsimmons cap make it 
either four rounds or forty. whichever he pleases, but Corbett has 
either to fight me or el<e allow me to fight Fitzsimmons.” 

“Or forfeit the stake money,”’ chimed in Lynch. 

“The stakes are not worrying me,” answered Sharkey. ‘I want 
to fight him because I know I can whip him. He saidin Denver I 
was a strong, rugged fellow, but that he would be able to lick me in 
twenty-five rounds, He'll find, though, that the strong, ragged 
fellow can put him through his facings, and that inside of ten 
rounds,” 


THESE ARE CORBETT’S CONDITIONS. 


Wants the National A. C. to Post $10,000 and 
Postpone Date. 











The latest news from San Francisco is to the effect that Manager 
Groom, of the National Athletic Club, hes agreed to deposit $10,000 
in the hands of the referee who may be selected for the fight between 
Corbett and Sharkey, for which they signed articles on June 20, and 
has set Dec. 3 as the day for the contest. 

Dan Lynch, on behalf of Sharkey, accepted the proposition, and 
awaits word from Corbett. 

Corbett, when asked whethcr he would accept the National A. C. 
offer, said: 

“If the "Frisco club will agree to several conditions, and very fair 
ones at that, I am willing to ight Sharkey out there. 

“Of course, the bout which Sharkey and I sizned for some time 
ago is off. Now, if the club wil! put up its $10,000 in th: hands of 
& reputable man it will make things ea-fer to start with. Then the 
articles must be signed in New York andthe rules agreed to. I don't 
want to engage in a wrestling match. 

“As to the date, I can’t fight before Jan. 10. I am to start out on 
the road with my theatrical company short'r, and am booked till 
Dec. 1. But if these conditions are agreed to and carried out I will 
be only too glad to make the trip to ‘Frisco. 

“Another thing I will insist upon is that the winner take every 
cent of the purse. No 60 per cent. affair for me.”
